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THE  MATHEMATICS  HONOR  SOCIETY 


The  purpose  of  the  Mathematics  Honor  Society  is  to  engender  keen¬ 
er  interest  in  mathematics,  to  develop  sound  scholarship  in  the  subject, 
and  to  promote  the  enjoyment  of  mathematics  among  the  students  of  the 
school • 

Policy  of  the  society  is  determined  by  a  seven-member  Governing 
Council  consisting  of  three  members  of  the  Andover  Junior  High  School 
Faculty(Principal,  Chairman,  and  Society  Faculty  Advisor),  and  four 
student  officers  elected  for  one  year  (President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer). 

To  be  eligible  for  admission,  Junior  High  School  9s 

students  must  have  completed  two  or  three  semesters 
of  mathematics.  This  work,  and  general  school  work, 
must  have  averaged  at  least  B. 

A  favorable  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Governing 
Council  is  required  to  nominate  a  student  to  member¬ 
ship.  Request  for  membership  of  a  student  must  be 

made  through  or  by  a  member  in  good  standing  or  by  a  member  of  the  Gov¬ 
erning  Council.  The  whole  program  seems  to  be  a  great  success,  and  we 
hope  to  see  this  carried  on  for  many  years.  . 
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
